Bail Cutter Was Used by Infuriated 
Man and Ghastly Wounds Were

Pittsburg, Pa., January 15.—A ghastly 
discovery was made today when some 
neighbors hearing cries coming from the 
residence of Vincent Venzelsick, a Pole, 
at 20 Spring alley, brokc open the door 
and found the bed room of ithe house 
‘saturated with blood. Mrs. Venzelsicx« 
Tay beside the ted. her face and head 
almost crushed teyonc recognition, dead. 
Three little children, their heads and 
bodies covered with cuts and gashes, and 
the hushband,. Venzelsick,; almost dead, 

From what cou!d be lcarned, it appears 
that Venzelsick c#me home intoxicated 
‘Jast night and assaulted his wife with a 
rail cutter. The first blow inflicted an 
ugly gesh on her shoulder and knocked 
‘her down, but she was cn her feet again 

in an instent and with such weapons as 
gehe covld find in the room she defended 
‘herself. 

The three children were asleep in one 
Of the beds. and the brutal father, be- 
ccming so angry at his wife, rushed to 
the bed and rained bicw after blow on 
the sleeping :ittle ones. ‘The sharp edge 
of the cutter hacked the children in a 
frightful manner, and the hospital physi- 
clans say that theré-is very little hope of 
their recovery. 

The sttack on the children infuriated | 
the wife, and with a knife in each hand 
@he sprang. at her husband and stabbed 
him a number of times. He managed to 
get in a number of blows during the close.4 
,battle,-and seeing that she was getting 
‘weak, ho gave her a shove and as she 
Staggered back brought the cutter down 
oh her skul! with all his force, crushing 
her skull, and she fell to the floor dead. 
By the time he had killed his wife, Ven- 
gelsick was exhausted.

T*.ce Poles who were 
boarders in Venzelsick house are under 
arrest, and che police are scouring the 
city for John Okenski, who was also a 
boarder, but who has mot been seen since 
the murder. It is learned that the 
woman had $1,200 on her person last 
night. and this is missing. Okenski is 
nocused of having set fire to a mattress 
in the house a week ago, and iater Ven- 
zelsick tried to have him arrested be- 
cause he had threetened to rob the house. 

When found the woman was lying 
across a couch which belonged to Oken- 
eki, with her face and head battered al- 
most to a jelly. Venzelsick’s head was 
beaten in and his skull fractured. The 
children’s heads were also crushed, and 
physicians at the hospital say that none 
of the injured can recover. Up to a late 
hour tcnight none of them had regained 
cons ‘iousne.ss. 


SPINNERS GO OUT ON STRIKE. 


Fifteer Hundred Employees May Be 
Rendered Idle. 

Maynard, Mass., January 15.—The As. 
sabdet mills of the American Woolen 
Company here are shut down, except tn 
the carding and sorting departments, be- 
cause the spinners have struck. The 
probability is that the entire -mill will be 
closed tomorrow or next day until the 
epinners’ grievances are adjusted. This 
would make about 1,500 employees idle, 

For thirty years the company has been 
weighing the roping used in the spinning 
department with beam scales, but a few 
weeks ago the discovery was made that 
these scales were inaccurate and the 
company began the use of grain scales. 

This change the spinners declare makes 
it mecessary for them to work harder 
in order to produce a given amount of 
yarn. They demand that the deficientv 
in. pay for work overtime be made to 
them and that for all overtime they be 
paid 10 cents per hour above the regular 
wages.

Admiral Evans To Prepare 
Naval Programme for 
Henry’s Reception. 


BANQUETS TO BE GIVEN 
ON THE IMPERIAL YACHT 


Kaiser Is Making Elaborate Ar- 
rangements for His Brother To 
Reciprocate the Festivities 
at Washington and 
New York. 


Washington, January. 15.—Dr. von Hol- 
leben, the German ambassador at Wash- 
ington, today received a cablegram from 
Berlin giving the dates of arrival and 
departure of Prince Henry and a list 
of the party who will accompany him 
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Prince Henry will

Hofmarchal Vice Admiral von Secken- 
dorff and two aides de camp, Lieutenant 
Schmidt von Schwindt and 
Von Egidy. His chief physician will be 
Dr. Reich. 

Herr von Tirpitz, the German secretary 
of state for the navy, with his aide de 
camp, Lieutegant Commander von Tro- 
tha, will also accompany the party. 

Emperor William will send his adju- 
tant general, Von Plessen; Chairman of 
the Navy von Meller and von Grumme, 
aide de camp to the emperor. 

Secretary Long today called Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans into consultation 
respecting the visit to the United States 
of Prince Henry of Germany. The rear 
admiral has not yet been given written 
orders detailing him to act as _ the 
representative of the navy at the recep- 
tion, but the matter has been agreed 
upon and Secretary. Long today charged 
Admiral Evans with the preparation of 2 
naval programme for the reception. In 
view of the number of distinguished of- 
ficers who are now reported to be about 
to accompany the prince on his yisit, it 
is becoming evident that Admiral Evans 
will require the assistance of a num- 
ber of junior officers and these will be 
detailed as occasion requires. 

So far the state department is not 
officially advised of the approaching visit 
of Prince Henry. and it has done noth- 
ing toward arranging a programme for 
his reception and entertainment. It is 
assumed at the war department, although 
the orders have not yet been published, 
that Major General Brooke, in command 
of *the department of the east, will rep- 
resent the United States army in the 
reception. 

Prince Coming in State. 

Berlin, January 15.—The latest arrange- 
ments in connection with the visit of 
Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia to the 
United States is that the prince will meet 
the imperial yacht. Hohenzollern at 
Hampton Roads and sail thence to New 
York. ) 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
for social entertainments on board the 
Hohenzollern. By the emperor's special 
orders a splendid silver service has been 
sent to Kiel from the royal silver tréas- 
ures in the Old Schloss. Emperor Wil- 
liam’s programnf is that Prince Henry 
shall reciprocate the New York and 
Washington festivities with a grand 
banquet on board the Hohenzollern, in- 
viting the president, the members of the 
cabinet and others. The curator of the 
silver treasures goes to the United.

Prince Henry shall sail for the United

Washington, January 15.—A spirited dis- 
cussion was precipitated in the senate 
today by some remarks submitted by 
Mr. Hale, of Maine, in respect to bills 
relating to the formation of a naval 
reserve, which he introduced. Some of 
the senators construed his comments as 
a refiection on the yolunteer soldiers 
and land militia. Half a dozen senators 
were on their feet in an instant to de- 
fend the volunteers and the national 
guard of the varicus states, and the de- 
bate took so wide a range that senators 
went back in their references to the 
days of the revolutionary war to seek 
illustrations for their arguments. While 
no action was possible at this time, it is 
likely the discussion upon the measures, 
should they be reported, would be very 
lively. No business of special impor- 
tances was transacted, the time of the 
senate being consumed by matters of 
routine. 

Mr. Hoar, in presenting a _ petition 
from railroad, insurance and shipping 
interests praying for the construction of 
light houses in some dangerous places 
where the light ships are located now, 
safd that a proposition, had been made 
by a responsible and intelligent builder 
to construct light houses at points where 
government engineers had considered it 
impracticable to build light houses. He 
thought such a proposition ought to be 
treated with respect. It was an illus- 
tration of the marvelous inventive ability 
of this nation. A concurrent resolution 
was adopted providing for the printing 
of 3.500 copies of the proceedings of the 
Schley court of inquiry. 

Hale Opposes Militia. 

In introducing some bills relating to 
the organization and maintenance of a 
naval reserve. Mr. Hale, of Maine, de- 
clared that the reliance placed by some 
people upon the naval reserve never 
would be realized. Experience had 
shown, he said, that at the beginning 
of a war plenty of young men were 
ready to enlist In the navy and enter 
the ranks of naval militia, but at the 
conclusion of the war the interest in the 
organizations ceased and it was found 
maintain them. 

He was of the opinion that the United 
States was not likely, as a nation, to 
take much interest in the militia forces 
either of the land or of the sea. In 
time of stress he was certain that the 
country would be obliged to depend upon 
volunteers, called out in an emergency 
or upon some form of compulsory serv- 
ice. 

“Tf,” he said, ‘‘we are to become a 
great war power we will have to learn 
the lesson other nations have learned. 
Every one of the nations of the world 
that stands snarling at another depends 
to some extent on some sort of compul- 
sory military service. England had 
learned this lesson from her smallest and 
wickedest war.’’ 

Mr. Hale declared that England was 
about to resort to conscription to raise 
men to fight ‘‘a band of free men thou- 
sands of miles away.”’ [It had been 
proved, he said, that naval militia was 
not a success. Of course, it could be 
maintained in ‘fa lingering half-hearted 
manner,’’ but it never really amounted to 
much. 

In conclusion he said: 


“If we have determined that we are 
to become a great war power with a 


| great army and a great navy, no system

Mexico City, January 15.—The plan for 
the adherence of the nations represented 
at the Pan-American congress to The 
Hague convention was introduced by the 
Chilean delegation today after a long 
and able statement tending to show the 
advantages of The Hague convention and 
the impracticability of compulsory arbi- 
tration. The plan for the adherence of 
the nations of America ta The Hague 
convention is as follcws: 

The states represented at the second 
international American conference fre- 
solve: 

First, to adhere to the convention 
signed at The Hague by the powers rep- 
resented at the international peace con- 
ference—(a) for the peaceful adjustment 
of international difference; (b) for the 
adaptation to maritime warfare of the 
principles of the Geneva convention of 
August 22, 1864; (c) with respect to the 
lyws and usages of land war. 

Second, to confer, in order to attain 
that end, upon the United States of, 
America and the united states of Mexico, 
Signatory governments to said conven- 
tions, authority to take the necessary 
steps to establish the adherence of non- 
signatory powers. 


Official Pian. 


The following is the official plan of ac- 
céptance of The Hague conference 


Signed by the delegations to the Pan- 


American conference with the exception 
cf Chile, who, it is claimed, for purposes 
of obstruction, presented an independent 
plan, and Ecuador, who has sided with 
Chile throughout the cunference: 

Article 1. The American republics rep-’ 
resented at the international conference 
at Mexico City, and which were not par- 
ties to the three conventions signed at 
The Hague on July 29, 1899, recognize the 
principles set forth in those conventions 
as part of the public international law 
of the Americas. 

Article 2. The acceptance of the con- 
ventions, Which are open, when once rat- 
ified by the several governments, shall 
be communicated by those governments 
through diplomatic channels to the gov- 
ernment of the Netherlands, 

Article 3. As it is anxiously expedient 
that the controversies which it may be 
agreed to submit to arbitration should. 
be confined to the confirmation of a tri- 
bunal of so high a character as is the 
permanent arbitration court of The 
Hague, and also that the American na- 
t'ons which did not sign the convention 
which created so beneficent an institu. 
tion may .be able to have'recourse to it 
by virtue of a recognized and accepted 
right, and taking, moreover, into coustd- 


eration the offices tendered by the Zov- 


ernment of the United States of America 
and the united states of; Mexico, the 
ecnference bestows on said governments 
the mission of negotiating with the other 
powers who signed the convention for the 
pacific adjustment of international dif- 
ferences to the end that the nations of 
America which did not sign the conven- 
ticn may now become parties thereto. 

In an ‘additional article the signatory 
nations empower the Mexicar govern- 
nent in the interval betwen the present 
and the next Pan-American cunferenre 
to communicate with other governments 
of America with a view to ascertaining 
the practicability of concluding a still 
‘nore comprehensive plan of arbitration. 
If those steps are successful, a further 
treaty will be concluded between two or 
more of the nations in question, and in 
any event, Mexico will report at the next 
conference as to the success of her ef- 
forts in this direction. 

It should be noticed that the above’ is 
the only official plan for joining The 
dague convention, that of Chile having 
been pressed, it is claimed, merely for 
obstructive purposes. 

Obstructed by Chile. 

The obstructive tactics of Chile were 
Clearly reveuled at this morning's and 
afternoon's session, and begins to be 
apparent that it will be practically im- 
possible to cver bring either of the arbi- 
tration projects to a vote unis some 
rule resembling the cloture of the Britisna 
pariiameni is adopted, as the Chileans 
will continue to talk indefiniteiy. After 
attacking throughcut the afternoon ges- 
sion the plan of general acceptance of 
The Hague articles as having been part- 
ly adopted, they finally changed front, 
dropped their own plan of acceptance 
and gave their assent tu the general 
plan, but insisted that instead cf merely 
passing through the conference !t be sub- 
mitted thereto for debate. They know 
that if it is only debated, thev will be 
able to delay things indefinitely, and in 
the meantime work for the withdrawal 
cf more Central and South American 
delegations until.in that way they have 
succecded in wrecking the conference. 
The discussion will be continued at an 
extra session tomorrow morning. It must 
be observed that the Chileans have re- 
peatedly declered themselves strongly in 
favor of The Hague convention, so that in 
promoting debate on the plan for its ac- 
ceptance they clearly show their obstruc- 
tive intentions. 

Chile's object In presenting an appra- 
priate plan of adherence to The Hague 
convention, in which it is joined only by 
Ecuador, is to cause its plan to be re- 
ferred to the committee on arbitration, 
in which event the committee will either 
have to accept it, or if it rejects, the 
conference will be placed in the position 
cf discerding what it has already ap- 
proved, in either of which cases Chile will 
score a point besides celaying other 
work. The delegations that have been fair- 
ly favorable to Chile aré now experiencing 
a change. But what excites the great- 
est interest and indignation is the effort 
of Chile to undermine the conference by 
procuring the withdrawal of delegations, 
as in the case of Venezuela. This is re- 
garded as a direct difference of the United 
Etates and Mexico, the two nations that 
are responsible for convening the conter- 
ence.

The posse expects a 
fierce fight before the men are taken. 

Sheriff Smith was sppointed from Nor- 
man, &kla., where he had been on sher- 
iffs’ and marshals’ forces a number of 
years. A number of murders and rob- 
beries are charged to the gang that mur- 
dered the officers. 

Sheriff Smith and Deputy Beck met 
death while storming an Indian hut 8 
miles west of Anadarko. Highwaymen 
on Sunday night had held up and robbed 
persons going home from church, and 
Smith and Beck, accompanied by Deputy 
Briggs, located the robbew@s early yester- 
day morning in the hut. In attempting 
to enter Smith was shot through the 
breast and died in a few minutes. Beck 
also was shot throught the breast and 
his Teft arm was shattered. Briggs was 
not injured. The highwaymen robbed the 
dead bodies of the office\s and then fled. 
Sheriff Smith made a dying effort to ar- 
rest the robbers and shot several times 
through the door and walls after being 
wounded. Beck continued the fight un- 
til killed.

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INCREASE OF MANY MILLIONS 


To Be Added to Stock of the New 
York Central. 

New York, January 15.—The board of 
of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company decided 
today, subject to the approval of the 
stockholders, to increase the capital stock 
the company from $115,000,000 to $150,- 
Of the new stock $17,250,000 is to 
be issued at once. Resolutions adopted 
by the directors declare the object of 
the new stock issue to be to supply new 
capital for the corporate purposes of the 
company. 

It was resolved e-lso that the company’s 
stockholders be entitled to subserthe for 
$17,250,000 of the new stock at $125 per 
share to the extent ‘of 15 per cent of their 
foldings at the close of husiness March 
21. The remaining $17,750,000 of the new 
stock may be issued at such times and 
at such prices as the board of directors 
may deem desirable.

DYING STAND 


King Edward States That the 
War Will Soon Be 
Concluded. 


REVIEWS CRACK TROOPS - ~ 
ERE THEY LEAVE FOR WAR 


Lord Kitchener Will Spend Millions 
on Railroads in South Africa, 
Believing This Course 
Will Bring the Boers 
to Terms. 


London, January 15.—King Edward has 
given the royal indorsement to the be- 
lief current among the public that an 
early declaration of peace in South 
Africa may be anticipated. 

“The war might now be regarded as 
approaching its conclusion,” were the 
words used by “his majesty today in ad- 
dressing the officers of the guards after 
reviewing a draft of 1,200 of the Grena- 
diers, Coldstreams and Scots guards who 
start for South Africa ~tomorrow.

COLOMBIA BUYS STEAMSHIP. 


Guns Will Be Mounted So the Ves- 
sel Can Fight. 

Colon, Colombia, January 15.—(Via Gal- 
veston.)}—The Colombian government has 
purchased the stearrer Chucuito, belong- 
ing to the Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. Artillery from the Colombian gun- 
boat General Pinzon, will be mounted on 
the Chucuito, which is a little bigger than 
the liberal gun boat Darien. 

Three hundred of the men brought here 
yesterday from Savanilli by the Pinzon 
proceeded to Panama today. 

A small sailing vessel which has just 
arrived at Panama reports that the lib- 
eral gun boat Padilla fired eight shots 
across her bow while she was at sea, 
but that she was permitted to proceed 
to her port in the department of Couca. 

The Colombian government has cabled 
General Alban, the mijlitary commander 
of this district, that it is able to send 
him 3,000 m@n from Buena Ventura, on 
the Pacific coast, should he reguire 
them. 

The steamer IdAbertador, the vessel be- 
ing used by General Matos, of Venezuela, 
in the revolution against President Cas- 
tro, of that country, arrived at Sav- 
anilla, Oolombia, January 12, with Gen- 
eral Matos on board. Upon disembarking 
General Matos took the train for Bar- 
ranquilla, 17 ‘niles distant. It is believed 
in some quarters here that the Colombian 
sovernment is in Qq&ym@athy with the oper- 
ations of the libertador.

Pratt, who has been convicted of offer- 
ing a bribe to Speaker Adams, refused to 
testify, claiming his constitutional privi- 
lege.

Admiral Is Paid Glowing

Legislature. 


STATE PROHIBITION 
TAKEN UP BY THE BODY 


Bill to This Effect Is Introduced 
Following an Address by Miss 
Belle Kearney, of the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union. 


Jackson, Miss., Janusry 15.—(Special.)— 
The legislature tcday adopted unani- 
mously a resolution by Mr. McAlister, of 
Madison, deciaring Admiral Schley hero 
cf Santiago. After the preamble, the 
resolution reads: 

“Bo it resolved by Mississipp!) house of 

representatives, ‘that Admiral Schiey 

is the real hero of Santiago; that he is 

one of the world’s gieatest naval 

commanders, ard is cntitled to un- 
_ falling gratitude cf his country. 

“Resolved further, That we condemn 
the majority report aforcsaid, and re- 
coil at the injustice done Admiral 
Schley; that we indorse the report 
of Admiral Dewey and commend him 
to emuletion of future ages of just 
and cnlightened men. 

‘Resolved further, That we extend 
most cordial invitation to Admiral 
Schley to visit the state capital during 
his contemplatec southern tour, and 
receive public manifestation of the 

/ exalted respect, confidence and ad- 
miration in whick ne is held hy people 
of Mississippi.’’ 

State Prohibition Bill. 

Governor Longino has let down the bars 
for a discussion of the questicn of state 
prohibifion. Immediately after the gov- 
ernor’s message giving permission [to 
consider the inatter, bills were introduced 
in both houses providing for a repeal cf 
all local option laws on the statute books 
and providing heevy penalties for the 
gale of Iiquor in ary county in the state. 

Immediately following a speech oy 
Miss Belle Kearney, vice president of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, a 
bill was introduced in the legislature this 
afterrcen previding for state prohibition. 
The fight promises to be fraught with 
much spirit and bitterness. 

A bill was passed in the house today 
appropriatirg two and a half millions 
for the common schools for the next two 
years. The bill's passag- in the senate is 
eesured. 

Large Appropriation Bill. 

On> of the largest appropriation bil's 
to be phssed by the legislature, and on” 
which is sure of passage and approval wy 
the governor, is the act setting aside 
funds to defray the legislative, executive 
and juiicial expenses for the next two 
years. The bill was introduced yester- 
day by Chairman Kyle, of the house ap- 
propriations committee, and carries an 
apprepriation of $755,892.25 for the next 
biennial period. Contingent expenses, 
such as stationery, maintenance of build- 
ings, ete., are not included in this sum, 
the bulk of which goes tc pay the salar- 
ies of the various c<tate officials. 

Experiment stations conducted under 
the auspices of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college are quite expensive, if 
the new station just established at Mc- 
Neill, in Pcarl River county, can be 
taken as a critericn. Mr. Rouse has of- 
fered a bill in’ the lower house asking an 
appropriation of $15,000 as a support fund 
fur this station for 1902 and $1lv,0¥6 for the 
same purpose in 198. In addition $1,500 
is asked to reimburse expenses already 
incurred in excess of the last appropria- 
tion. 

Bureau of Criminal Statistics. 
A bill has been introduced in the lower 

house by Mr. Loper which seeks to carry 

out the suggestion made by Attorney 

General McClurg for the establishment of 

a bureau of criminal statistics, The act 

provides that on the Ist of October each 
year the sheriffs, chiefs of pclice and 
town marshals shall make a report show- 
ing the ag’, name, color, sex. nativity 
and erime of each prisoner hand'ed dur- 
ing the year. ‘These statistics will then 
be compiled by tre attorney general and 

‘nade a portion of his biennial report. As 

no expense 1s attached to the work, it is 
very iikely that this bill will pass. 

So fur as the senate is concerned, it 
leoks very :nuch like the penitentiary 
scandal is settled for two weeks at least. 
That body has, instructed the investi- 
gating committee to centinue with its 
work for a period of fifteen days, which 
ineans that the officials charged with 
misconduct, carelessness, etc., in office 
will be given an opportunity to make 
their defense. The controversy is likely 
to break out at any time in the house, 
however, and a spirited debate 1s expect- 
€d when it does, although the house thus 
far has Jlandied the question very quiet- 
ly, somewhat in contrast to the proceed- 
ings in the upper bedy. 


CITY MAY REGULATE RATES. 


Far-Reaching Decision by Judge 
Grosscup at Chicago. 


Chicago, January 15.—Judge Grosscup, In 
the United States court, decided that the 
city has the right to regulate the price of 
gas. The question came up in the case 
wherein the People’s Gas and Coke Com- 
pany secks t» have the city enjoined from 
enforcing its 76-cent gas ordinance. 

Judge Grosscup held that the city had 
the right to see that the rate was “rea- 
sonable,” but toid attorneys for the gas 
concern that they might amend their bill 
so as to protest against the 75-cent rate 
as being too low. Mayor Harrison said 
that the court’s ruling meant that the mu- 
nicipality had the right to regulate the 
fates charged by telephones, electric 
iights and all other service rendered by 
public utility corporations.

POLL TAX IS SLOW COMING IN. 


Unless Paid by February 1, Ala- 
bamans Cannot Vote. 
Montgomery, Ala., January 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The matter of poll tax payment 
by the voters of Alabama is becoming 

acute. 

If a man be under 45 years of age he 
must pay his $1.50 poll tax by February 
1 or he cannot vote at the ensuing No- 
vember election. In order to vote and reg- 
ister next year he must pay up his back 
dues, 

With only sixteen days left the voters 
are betraying a most astonishing hesita- 
tion about paying up. Many men here in 
Montgomery are saying that they prefer 
losing their vote to paying; that they do 
not vote, anyway, and that even if they 
did, the managers would decide the elec- 
tion their own way. 

The negroes are paying ‘the poll tax 
quite as freely as the whites and in some 
counties a good deal more so. 

In face. of a situation so alarming, the 
democratic party authorities are begin- 
ning to bestir themselves and are pre- 
paring for an active campaign during the 
last week in January. The committees 
are already at work in some of the coun- 
ties, and the Montgomery committee will 
meet Saturday to see what can be done 
about it here at the capital where the in- 
difference is worse than anywhere else 
in the state.

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MORTON IS PUT 


Negro Postmaster of Athens 
Condemned in Citizens’ 
Mass Meeting. 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED 
ON HIS INCOMPETENCY 


Committee Will Go to Washington 
To Present Appeal to President 
Urging That Morton’s 
Appointment Be Re- 
scinded. 


Athens, Ga., January 15.—(Special.j— 
The citizens of Athens showed in no un 
certain way this morning that the ap- 
pointment of M. B. Morton, colored, to 
succeed himself as postmaster here, would 
be unsatisfactory in every respect. 

The call for a mass meeting to be held 
at the city hall was more enthusiastically 
responded to than was anticipated. The 
city hall would not hold the crowd and 
the meeting was adjourned to the opera 
house ; 

Mayor J. F. Rhodes presided over the 
meeting and T. W. Reed acted as sec- 
retary. Colonel 8S. J. Tribble introduced 
the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted and telegraphed at 
once to Congressman Howard with the 
request that he present them at once to 
the president: 

Resolved by the citizens of Athens 
in mass meeting assembled, That we 
respectfully submit to the president 
of the United States that the present 
postmaster is incompetent to give the 
service to the citizens of this com- 
munity to which they are justly en- 
titled; 

That during his four years tenure 
of office it has been necessary to make 
more frequent complaint concerning 
the mismanagement of postoffice af- 
fairs here than ever before in the his- 
tory of tne office; 

That we respectfully urge the ap- 
pointment of some competent citizen 
who now has the respect and confi 
dence ¢f all of our people; 

That we suggest as such a person 
Mr. Robert P. Hodgson, whose ap- 
pointment would be thoroughly satis- 
factory to our citizens. 

Mayor Rhodes was then empowered to 
appoint a committee of five gentlesnen 
to go on to Washington and in person 
present the facts to the president. 

It was suggested thai all citizens who 
had been given inefficient service at the 
postoffice make affidavits to the same and 
a committee consisting of Messrs. 5. J. 
Tribble, H. J. Rowe and H. C. Erwin 
was appointed to get these up. Right In 
the meeting over thirty of the best citi- 
zens of Athens arose and offered to make 
affidavit to the negligence of the post- 
master. 

Quite a number of telegrams were sent 
to Congressman Howard and Senators 
Bacon and Clay asking that they request 
the president to hold up the appointment 
until the Athens committee could reach 
Washington. 

From feplies received ft is apparent 
that the president will hear from the 
Athens committee. -It is said that if the 
charges of incompetency can be sustain- 
ed the appointment of Morton will not 
be sent to the senate. 

The committee was busy all yesterday 
afternoon getting affidavits as to Mor- 
ton’§ incompetency, and it is believed that 
enough proof. will be submitted to con- 
vince the president of the utter incom- 
petency of the present postmaster. 

The committee of five to be named by 
t@e mayor will probably go on to Wash- 
ington tomorrow.

ATLANTA, GA., January 16, 1902. 
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“Negro Control and Office Hunger.” 
| The dispatches from Washington in- 
form us that our fellow-citizen, Mr. 
Robert J. Lowry, who will be recalled 
as a recent convert to republicanism, 
is trying to convince the president 
that a potential republican party may 
be built up in the south. This, of 
course, should be hopeful news to the 
head-center of that political cult and 
he should not hastily turn a deaf ear 
to the counsel of one who has so late- 
ly come out of the ranks of the domi- 
mant democracy. Such an one should 
be \better able than a rank outsider to 
tell\Mr.. Roosevelt the reasons why the 
demccratic party dominates the south 
and low to overcome the present 
forces that give it an invincible co- 
hesion. 

The’ main propositions advanced by 
Mr. Lowry strike at the very root of 
the unpopularity, not to say odium, 
which attaches to republicanism in 
the south. He sententiously states 
that those cardinal objections are 
negro cantrol and office hunger. If 
these twa@things can be eliminated Mr. 
Lowry believes that there are many 

presentative and progressive men 
in the south who will join the republi- 
can party because they really agree 
with its economic and financial pro- 
grammes, and are consenting at heart 
to its national and international poli- 
tics. 

We think it likely that Mr. Lowry is 
altogether too sanguine of the results 
that would follow the application of 
his suggested remedies. The strong- 
est opposition of the southern people 
to the presence and growth of the re- 
publican party in the south is not so 
much because of the motley member- 
ship of the party recently or now. It 
goes back to the days of its generation 
in an era of the south’s history when 
humanity, generosity, honesty and pa- 
triotism would have soothed rather 
than salted the bleeding wounds and 
bruised spirits of a fallen foe. In that 
season the republican party had its 
fair opportunity to exhibit the lofti- 
ness of its devotion. to a reunited and 
whole union; to demonstrate its rey- 
erénce for the constitution and to win 
the confidence and the support of a 
noble and potential contingent of the 
southern leaders and people. 

It was then. with vain hopes that: 
the republicans could be won to such 
courses by overtures and persuasives, 
that such men as Joseph E. Brown. 
Osborne A. Lochrane, Amos T. Aker- 
man and others scarcely less illus- 
trious in Georgia, joined themselves 
to the republican party. Instead of 
responding to the counsel and influ- 
ence of such men the republican lead- 
ers insisted that they should sacrifice 
their loyalty to their ideals of patriot- 
ism and to the interests of their peo- 
ple, and join in that relentless crusade 
of negro rule, white disfranchisement. 
legislative robberies and _ bayonet- 
hedged ballot boxes that lasted from 
the enthronement of Military Governor 
Ruger until the whole rotten fabric of 
republicanism in Georgia tumbled sud- 
denly into ruins like a wind-blown 
‘house of cards. To state the experi- 
ence of Georgia and Georgians in that 
enterprise is to repeat the history of 
all the southern states. 

_ . Because, then, the republican party

' tional discrimination, we have no rev- 
> erence for its history, no respect for 
' its spirit ahd nd-reasons for becoming 
ae in its policies and purposes.

| Yet, if Mr. Lowry can accomplish 
| his project with his new allies, he will

| among us. If he can do better than 
| suth respectable republicans as Ru-

\ William Markham, Emory Speer and 
stners whose names will readily re- 
“ur, to purge the republican party of 
‘ro domination and show an align- 
- tment of southern leaders of that party 
—~"whose mouths are not raised contin- 
wally for official pie, as the mouths of 
© young robins are raised for worms, 
he will receive all tne praise due for 
- bringing about so desirable a reforma- 
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ray it in purple robes and lift it to 
Place and powér. 

We shall have a larger faith, how- 
ever, in the probable succéss of Mr. 
Lowry’s reform movement if he can 
prevent the reappointment of Pink 
wlorton as postmaster at Athens, De- 
veaux as collector at Savannah, and 
of others equally darkening to the fed- 
eral officialism of Georgia. Mr. 
Roosevelt ought to be admonished by 
Mr. Lowry that Athens is our univer- 
sity town, the brooding mater of the 
men who are to be the possible opin- 
ion-makers, leaders and rulers of Geor- 
gia, and her representatives in her na- 
tional relations. An effectual way of 
graduating every one of them as an 
inconvertible enemy of republicanism 
is to force them to deal daily with a 
negro postmaster. Such appointments, 
so uncalled for and so distasteful to 
the best elements of the community, 
are nox. calculated to give President 
Roosevelt an excess of popularity 
with the southern people, or to make 
the republicanism that dictates them 
any more desirable by us than the 
sort that originally made the south 
solidly democratic.

More About the Divorce Evil. 

What is the matter with the sturdy 
old Scotch brethren across the water 
that they are tampering 80 much of 
late with the scriptural injunction: 
“What God has joined together let no 
man put asunder?” : 

We have heen taught to look upon 
Scotland as the home of the purest re- 
ligious spirit to be found anywhere on 
the globe and we have always rever- 
enced Scotch Presbyterianism, not 
only as the champion of civil liberty, 
but as the author of the great represen- 
tative principle embodied in our re- 
publican form of government; and we 
must confess to some astonishment 
upon hearing of the numerous divorce 
cases which are now crowding the 
dockets of Scotiand. 

Since 1891 the number of separa- 
tions granted each year by the Scot- 
tish courts has been steadily increas- 
ing, as the table which we reproduce 
below will fully substantiate:

This table discloses an increase of 
40 per cent in the number of divorces 
granted by the Scottish courts during 
the past ten years, while the popula- 
tion of the country during the same 
period of time has only grown from 
4.033.103 to 4,471,957, or less than 12 
per cent. Scotland must change this 
record if she expects to retain ‘ the 
good will of the civilized world and 
keep reproach from resting upon her. 

But Scotland suffers nothing what- 
ever in the loss of moral prestige 
when compared with many of the 
states of this union upon the showing 
of the divorce dockets. Scotland is 
much larger in populatuon than any of 
our states, except New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois and Ohio, and yet the 
records for some of our states will 
show that they are in the habit of 
granting many more divorces in pro- 
portion to population than Scotland. 
Take for example this inventory, 
which -represents the average number 
of divorces granted in the states men- 
tioned, covering the last few years: 
Utah 170, Colorado 152, Oregon 98, 
Rhode Island 89, California 87, New 
Hampshire 75, Connecticut 74, Maine 
67. Indiana 67, Michigan 66 and IIli- 
nois 64. When we read this record 
we see that we cannot afford to criti- 
cise Scotland and must address our- 
selves to evils nearer home. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that tne free hand with which di- 
vorces are granted in this country is 
tainting the purity of our national life 
and undermining the security of the 
government, which needs must rest 
upon the home. We cannot invest the 
marriage relation with too much sanc- 
tity, and what we need to do is to 
adopt rigid divorce laws, which will 


‘prevent parties from contracting the 


marriage relation and tying. them- 
selves up for better or worse through 
life without first giving the matter 
due consideration. 

If we make divorces hard to get peo- 
ple will not rush blindly into matri- 
mony. They will calmly and deliber- 
ately weigh the consequences of the 
step and the result will be that di- 
vorce cases will soon cease to encum- 
ber the dockets of our courts and hap- 
py homes wil become more numerous. 


A Leader Will Be Found. 

It is quite the custom just now for 
republican and mugwump newspapers 
to jibe at the democratic party. They 
affect to believe that it is without a 
policy and leaderless, and somewhat 
whimsically speculate upon the plight 
in which it will find itself when the 
quadrennial presidential! fracas comes 
on in 1904. 

We do not take such criticisms se- 
riously to heart. Whatever fortunes 
have befallen the democracy in times 
past it has always had the vitality and 
courage to respond to the call of 
“time” and make tle proceedings of 
the arena sufficfently interesting for 
the other party. It was one of the 
sagest sayings of Josh Billings that 
should he ever be called upon to 
preach the funeral of a mule he would 
stand at the head of the corpse! The 
republican party has several times be- 
guiled itself into preaching the funeral 
of the democracy, which it delights to 
caricature as of the mule family. And 
several times the funeral failed to ar- 
rive at its finish. The corpse revived 
and tne orator at the alleged obse- 
quies was carried away to the hospital 
for repairs, 

It will not be safe, we apprehend, 
for the riaygt republicans of today to 
take too much confidence out of what 
they are pleased to consider the mori- 
bund condition of the democracy. 
They would do well to review some of 
the lessons of their past history. 
They might profitably study the demo- 
cratic majorities in the house of repre- 
sentatives in the forty-fourth, forty- 
fifth, forty-eighth, forty-ninth, fiftieth, 
fifty-second and fifty-third congresses: 
and the democratic majorities in the, 
senate of the forty-sixth. forty-seventh 
and fifty-third congresses; and the 
two presidential terms of Grover 
Cleveland. They should not forget 
also to remember that in 1876 they 
had to steal a few states in order to 
make a showing upon which to seat a 
fraudulent president. They ought to 
recur.to the fact that in that election 
Tilden had a plurality of 250,935 in the 
popular vote, and that in 1888 their 

@n Harrison was short of a plurality 
over Cleveland. who was defeated in 

te electoral college, by 98,017 vates. 


tion. It would make republicanism 
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. Tt is our mildly tendered t peeg:t 


that before 1904 arrives our repub- 
lican friends will see the house of rep- 
resentatives in the hands of the dem- 
ocrats, and that party armored cap-a- 
pie for the presidential fray.

| CLAIMS ARE FILED | 
FOR GEORGIA FOLK 


Washington, January 15.—(Special.)—In 
addition to the bill for the relief of the 
heirs of the late Marcellus Markham, 
Congressman Livingston has introduced 
a number. covering private claims of dif- 
ferent kinds. Some of these are intro- 
duced “by request,”” which indicates that 
the introducer has not examined into the 
merits of all of them, but introduces 
them for his constituency. 

In addition to the. Markham claim there 
are a number for damages growing out 
of the destruction of property during the 
civil war. Some of these have been in- 
troduced in former congresses, notably 
the claims of St. Philip's and St. Luke’s 
churehes. There is precedent for appro- 
priations for the destruction of church 
property, and, whatever may be the fate 
of other claims, the prgbabifity is that 
some day these will be paid.

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FILIPINOS EVER UNFRIENDLY. 


AND CONDITIONS ADVERSE 
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ANILA, Philippine Islands—There 
M are approximately 35,000 American 

treops in the islands. Whether this 
estimate, given generally by officers, In- 
cludes the native scouts I do not Know. 
but 35,000 can be regarded the American 
strength. It will not vary much from 
that, one way or the other. Can this 
number be safely reduced? No man in 
the army bélieves it can be cut down, in 
any material degree, now or in the near 
future. Most offgeers will tell you there 
are too few troops to render things se- 
Especially is this true, they argue, 
if the present policy of scattering the 
trocps in small details is adhered to. 
When the news of the bolo massacre on 
Samar was received, it was greeted by a 
ehorus of I-told-you-sos from Aparri to 
officers had contended that 
sending a handful of men—half a compa- 
ny or less—to garrison some little out-of- 
the-way station, meant to place the lives 
of those few men in unnecessary jeop- 
ardy, and there had been many predic- 
tions of just such tragedies as that by 
which Captain Conneli and his men were 
hacked to death “That same _ thing 
might have occurred at any oné of a 
hundred stations’’ was almost uni- 
versal verdict amecng army men. 

Where the Tragedy Occurred. 

To say that there must have been over- 
confidence and consequent lack of pre- 
caution on the part of the unfortunate 
officers is to indorse the army argument 
that no confidence at all can safely be 
placed In the Philippiae people. The place 
where this tragedy occurred was of the 
kind described by General Corbin where 
the natives were supposed to be ‘‘friendly 
to the Americans.’’ Samar has been re- 
garded a difficult proposition because of 
the operations of Lukban’s band in the 
interior, but these small towns on the 
coast have been constdered all right. The 
presidente who led the attack was con- 
sidered one of the friendliest of the ami- 
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gos. 
There is talk of ccncentration of the 


American forces at important points and 
the abandonment of these small interior 
stations. That was the Spanish policy. 
The Spaniards kept a much smaller force 
in the islands than we have now. But 
Spain, it must be borne in mind, was 
content with holding the principal ports 
and levying tribute upon the people doing 
business through them; our policy has 
been different. We have undertaken to 
subjugate the entire islands, to establish 
American government everywhere and to 
do that we must have our troops at all 
intericr points of any importance as well 
as at all the ports.. We may reduce our 
force, but only do it by- adopting the 
Spanish plan. 

That would be far better for the army, 
but would it accomplish the end desired 
at Washington? Would it lead to pacifi- 
cation and peace? Are the Filipinos, tak- 
ing them in the aggregate, so pleased with 
American domination that they will ab- 
gtain from their insurrecto habits if the 
troops are removed from the interior? 
Do they love us; ist natural they should? 

Those questions pretty well answer. 
themselves. If the men whose business 
it is to know these people are right in 
their ccneclusions, there is no love in 
their hearts for anything the American 
flag represents to them. As Major Cook, 
of the Twenty-sixth infantry, remarked 
in discussing the subject only a few min- 
utes ago, “Why should they love us? 
What reascn hate we to expect that they 
are anything else than human? Have a 
conauered people ever loved their con- 
querors?’’ 

Of course, they do not. And, epuaily, of 
course, the removal of trcops from the 
interior stations would give the agitators 
amcng the Filipinos free rein to organize 
their forces for the opportunity they are 
believed to be awaiting. Such peace as 
wculd follow the change cf policy sug- 
gesied would be entirely fictitious; there 
would be peace until the time seemed ripe 
for a concerted attempt to drive the 
Americans out, no longer. °

Infinitely core comfortable, to 
say the least of ft. If, when your thoughts 
have turred to the Philippines, you have 
made mental pictures of officers and men 
living lives of tropical ease, lolling about 
in hammocks while they are fanned by 
dusky attendants, basking in the smiles 
cf lovely senoritas and all that, you may 
know right now that such pictures are 
the kind dreams are made of—nothing 
more. Don't envy these _ § fellows. 
There is searcely one of the lot, be he 
high officer or raw recruit, who wouldn't 
maké almost any sacrifice to be back in 
“God's country.” 

Army life is not all “‘beer and skittles’ 
at best. Army life as it is being experi- 
enced by the vest majority of the mea 
cut here ts a dog’s life, no better. 

A Menila cssignment means an attempt 
to exist ina climate which is deadly, and 
in a town where the expenses of living 
are heavier than most officers, certainly 
most young officers, can stand. It is 
easier.on the enlisted men. Then, the 
officers of the staff departments—the 
quartermaster’s department and the cum- 
m'issary department in particular—have 
no soft snaps. There is work, constant 
ard never-ceasit.g work, for them. Ths 
records show that a very large percent- 
ege of these men have broken down un- 
der the strain of the labor they have 
been cc'Ned upon to perform. Not until 
a person gets out here can he have any 
ecnception of the problems with which 
the quartermester’s department, for in- 
stance, has to granple. I thought I knew 
something about the army from contact 
with headqvarters at Washington, but 
inis has becn a revelation to me. As I 
have looked somewhat into the work 
which General Humphrey and the officers 
under him have to perform, and the con- 
ditions under which it must be carried 
on, I have wondered that any of them 
have stood up under the strain. 

There may be scme “soft things’’ here 
in Manila, but every officer I have found 
has been hard at work. Stl, Manila has 
its compensations. There is social life 
here, and one need not suffer for decent 
food. It is very expensive to live here 
and a good many of the men holding 
Manila assignments would rather be sta- 
tioned elsewhere, but there are some as- 
signments infinitely worse. 

It isn’t so bad to have duty at the dif- 
ferent departmental headquarters or even 
at regimental headquarters; ycu and I 
who cun be somwhere or other back home 
might find it a bit irksome at Lamboanga 
or Jolo; at Lloilo, Cebu, Tacbalogan or 
Catbalogan; even ét San Fernando, Dag- 
upan or Nueva Caceres or Luzon—that ts, 
after thé novelty of first acquailntan:e 
with the natives had worn off: but the 
army officer who knows how much bet- 
ter these stations are than some others 
is happy to get any one of them. He is 
sure of fresh beef semi-occasionally, can 
getice whenever the ice plant hasn't “‘just 
broken down,” and can hope for mail 
from one to three weeks after it gets to 
Manila. These are the really soft as- 
signments. If you think they involve 
some deprivations, some hardships, what 
about the hundred or more posts off -n

They Count the Days. 

This is no fanciful pioture I am draw- 
ing. The majority of our officers here 
are ekeing out existence at these little 
posts, their pleasantest diversion being 
to mark each passing day off a calendar 
stuck up on the wall, as that means one 
Gay nearer the end of the three years’ 
service out here, one day nearer the 
blessed order which means transfer to 
some post—any old post—back home. 

Occasionally relief from the deadly mo- 
rotony comes through a report that some 
petty insurrecto leader is in the vicinity. 
That mears a 30 or 40 mile “hike” over 
bad country, night marches over marshes 
cr mountains and day marches in the 
brotling sun, with the chances about fifty 
to one that the little crowd you are after 
has either been passed by as a lot of 
friendly amigos working in the rice flelds 
or has Ween kept fully informed of your 
every movement. If your force is small 
enough, you are likely to be potted from 
the bushes at any time; if too formidable, 
you are permitted to wander on and on 
untii you give up in disgust. Still, these 
hiking expeditions are better than the 
monotony that has driven sane men to 
drink, has made others fit. subjects for 
the study of insanity experts. 

It is easier on the men at these small 
stations, because they have companion- 
ship. The officers are living a dog's life. 

In knocking about from the norta o7 
Luzcn to the heart of the Sulu arcnhi- 
pelago at the extreme south, I have come 
in contact with many officers—most of 
them men holding the good stations. Of 
the entire lot I have found not one who 
vas not longing, aching to get back to 
“the states.’’ Stations of Arizona and 
the outposts of the west, which were 
cnee looked upon with dread, are now 
regarded havens of comfort. Every man 
wants to get back home. 

These, as I have said, are the men en- 
jcying the comforts of departmental and 
regimental headquarters. I hardly dared 
suggest “home” to the fellows on the 
interior stations, there was such a hun- 
gry look in their eyes. I did find one 
mar down in Mindanao who boasted that 
he had transferred to another regiment 
in order to stay out here, and I looked 
upon him as the cne exception to the 
géerveral rule until | investigated more 
closely. There was method in his mad- 
ness. He had served two years out here; 
to have gone back now with his regiment 
wculd probably have meant that he 
would have been almost immediately re- 
turned to the Philippines under orders 
to serve out his third year, and he pre- 
ferred to stay now that he might get 
through with it as s6on as possible. If 
you hear of other instances of transfers 
to remain out here, make up your mind 
that the inspiration back of them is the 
same es that which keeps Major Febiger 
at Cotabatto for another year. 


Filipinos Not at All Friendly. 

The fact that this desire to get back 
home is universal seems to me to give 
additional weight to the testimony of 
army officers about conditions in these 
islands. These men are human and if 
they are going to let their testimony 
be bjased at all by their personal! 
wishes, they would naturally see things 
in the most roseate possible light. With 
everytning serene end peaceful, the ar- 
my strength out here might be material- 
ly reduced and a number of them would 
get back home where they want to be. 
When, therefore, without a single excep- 
tion they testify that conditions are 
anything but favorable, that the people 
are anything but friendly, and that the 
force ought to be increased rather than 
decreased, I for one believe they mean 
what they say; that they are giving me 
their unbiased judgment. 

They may .be wroag, but whether or 
not they are, events alone can prove. 
It js the opinion of many people on 
the outside that the army judgment of 
Filipino character is too severe. That 
may be true and it may not. It is cer- 
tainly possible that the men who are 
engaged in the game of life and death 
with the Filipinos may not be in a po- 
sition to do these people full justice. 
There are men of narrowness of vision 
in the army who can see nothing what- 
ever that is good in the Filipinos, {p- 
dividually or collectively; there are other 
men whose grasp of things seems to me 
broader who give. them credit for pos- 
sessing many good trajts. All of them, 
however, agree that the little brown 
men of this archipelago where the 
American flag files as emblem of sover- 
eignty are not satisfied with present 
conditions or future prospects, that at 
heart they hate us as much as they 
ever did the Spaniards, if not ‘more, 
and that the desire of their hearts js for a 
brown man’s ‘government—for iIndepen- 
dence. I think they all agree, too, that 
despite all that has been done by the au- 
thorities to make these people feel that 
they sre having a hand in the govern- 
ment, despite the prosperity that has 
come to some of them through the heavy 
expenditures of good American money on 
account of the army, the outlook for 
friendly understanding and permanent 
peace is not so good as i was a year 
ago. A number of officers stationed at 
different parts of the islands have told 
me this. 

Presence of Army Necessary. 

No, the army is not here for its health. 
It is having no picnic time. It is here 
because its presence, in its present 
strength, is as necessary as it ever was. 

When I left home, I felt that in my 
investigations out here the grmy might 
be left out; that its work was done 
and that the time had come when it could 
practically be dispensed with as a super- 
fluity. The only problems which seemed 
to me unsolved were those bearing upon 
the establishment of civil government 
and the development of the industrial 
possibilities of the country. When upon 
reaching Manila I was given an fhkling 
of the real conditions, I was sk

During the past week Governor 
Candler had occasion to forward to Gov- 
ernor Montague, who went into office at 
the first of this year. a requisition for 
the return of a man wanted by the Geor- 
gia authorities. Governor Montague re- 
plied at once to the effect that the requi- 
sition was not made out in accordance 
With the terms reached at ‘the conven- 
tion of governors,’’ and that when it was 
20 made out he would willingly permit 
its service.

KILL POLICEMAN 


Jj. C. Cannon Was Ready To 
Assassinate Officer 
W. A. Cox. 


PASSING TROLLEY. CAR 
SAVED OFFICER’S LIFE 


Lively Sensation Yesterday Morning 
at Corner of Broad and Mari- 
etta Streets—Cannon Bound 
Over on Two Charges. 
He Was Drinking. 


Patrolman W. A. Cox came near being 
shot down in the strects by a drunken 
man yesterday morning about $8 o'clock 
at th: corner> of Marietta and Broad 
streets. 

J. C, Canncn, night watchman in the 
Southern railroad yards, drew a loaded 
pistol and pointed it at the c*ficer. A 
trolley car passing between the police- 
man and the watchman doubtiess saved 
the former from being shot. 

Cannen also pointed his weapon at a 
young man who tried to stop him from 
shooting the officer. 

Canncn was first seen by Officer Cox 
¢n Marietta street in front of the Inter- 
Ucean saloon. ‘The man was warned by 
the pciiceman to get off the streets, as 
he was most too drunk to be walking 
anout. Cannon entered the saloon to 
“brace up,’ as he expressed it. A few 
moments later he slipped eut of the 
saloon docr cepening on Broad street, and 
meeting a young man, asked him if he 
had seven the policeman. Before 2 reply 
could be given, Officer Cox came in-sight. 
Cannon pulled out his pistol and told the 
young man to watch hita kill a police- 
inan. The young man said: 

“Don't do that.” 

Cannon turned upon him and exclaimed: 

“If you bether me or don’t keep your 
mouth shut I will kill you.” 

Was Ready To Shoot. 

It wes then that. Officer Cox came 
around the corner, and as soon as Can- 
non saw him he advanced and pointed 
the weapon at the policeman, whose 
back was turned toward iim. 

Before a shot could be fired a trolley 
car came between Calinon and his in- 
tended victim. 

Some one warned the officer, and he 
run around the car and was upon Cannon 
before he was awure of it. 

Carnon was arr:figned in the recorder's 
court in the afternoon. ‘rhe officer told 
of the attempt to assassinate him. The 
young mar who had pleaded with Can- 
neon net to shoot was a witness, and he 
said the pistcl was also pointed in his 
face. 

The only excuse Cannon offered for 
his conduct was that he was too drunk 
to know what he was doing. 

A citizen stated that he had known 
Cannon many years, and had always 
found him te be a good and law-abiding 
man, 

A Plea in His Defense. 

“Cannon had not drank any,’ stated 
the witness, ‘‘for two years up to the 
present time. He was never in any 
troubie before, and theeoccurrence this 
morning | am sure will not be repeated.” 

Recorder Froyles said a man who lost 
such ecntre!l over himself while drinking

had better let whisky alone. 

“You are a dangerous man to be a 
special watehman for the railroad,” the 
recorder told Cannon, “and to carry a 
pistol.

He 
will resume this morning and will be 
followed by Colonel John B. Goodwin, 
also for Sallie Kreis. Colonel James W. 
Austin will conclude the argument in a 
speech for Mrs. Marie Kreis. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin will then charge 
the jury and the problem—which of the 
two women is the widow—will be in the 
hands of the twelve men for solution. 
The case is one of the most interesting 
tbat has ocen before the ~ ulton county 
courts for some time and has attracted 
considerable attention, Its outcome will 
be closely watched. 

After the\ evidence: closed yesterday 
morning Attorney Austin moved that 
the jury be directed to return a verdict 
in favor of Mrs. Marie Kreis without 
the case proceeding further. After hear- 
ing from both sides. however, Judge 
Lumpkin decided to allow the case to 
continue. 

Attorney Austin urged his motion on 
the ground that a legal marriage be- 
tween Jacob Kreis and Mrs. Marie Kreis 
had been proved and that a common law 
marriage, a marriage by ca-habitation 
and repute, as claimed by Sallie Kreis, 
could not prevail against a legal mar- 
riage, although the common law mar- 
riage was prior to the legal marriage.

The evidence introduced yesterday was 
a continuation of the rebuttal] by Mrs.

Mrs. Gann Testifies. 

Mrs. Ellen Gann testified that it had 
been reported that Jacob Kreis married 
Mary Meister in Indianapotis. He 
brought her to the house of Sallie Kreis 
in West End and lived there with the 
two women. Mrs. Gann said she did 
not know which was the wife, but that 
she called both of them “Mrs. Kreis.” 
The Meister woman had two children 
before the reported marriage and three 
afterwards. 

Jim Dent, colored, testified that he had 
worked for Jacob Kreis ten or twelve 
years at intervals and looked/safter the 
farm at Battle Hill during Kreis’ ab- 
sence. He said he never heard Jacob 
Kreis address Sallie Kreis as his wife 
and never heard him say he was mar- 
ried to her. He further testified that 
Sallie left the farm and that he 
had a talk with her and asked her to 
remain. In this con®*éers&tion he said she 
gave as her reason for leaving that 
Kreis had ceased paying her any atten- 
tion. She did not claim to be his wife. 

He also testified that he had seen a 
man named James Buzbee frequently 
going to and returning from in the direc- 
tion of the house at the time when 
Kreis was away and Sallie Kreis was 
there. He said that during the two 
years prior to SaMie leaving the farm 
Jacob Kreis seldom visited fhere, not 
more than once in three weeks or a 
month; also that Kreis took his daugh- 
tes Mamie, away from the house where 
Sallie was staying. 

Other witnesses were introduced to 
prove that Sallie Kreis was not the re- 
puted wife of Jacob Kreis, but that they 
were living together illicitly. 

Courted Her a Year. 

Mrs. Marie Kreis was again placed 
on the stand and gave interesting evi- 
dence. She said that when Jacob Kreis 
proposed marriage to her she inquired 
as to hig relafions with Sallie Kreis and 
asked if he was at liberty to marry. 
She stated that he deciared to her he 
had never been married to Sallie Kreis 
and was free to marry her if she would 
accept him. He courted her a year 
before she finally consented. 

She testified that he wanted to kiss 
hér,-but that she refused to be kissed 
tll she was Mrs. Kreis.

BE VACCINATED 
TODAY. 


City Physicians Will Make Their 
._  Reunds Early. 


FOLLOW THE USUAL CUSTOM 


Board of Health Always Orders the 
Work Done About This Time of 
Year, Merely as_a Pre- 
cautionary Measure. 


All children in the city public schools 
who cannot show a doctor’s certificate of 
vaccination today will be vaccinated by 
city physicians. One or more doctors will 
visit each of the school houses this morn- 
ing and the work of examination and 
vaccination will doubtless consume the 
greater part of the day. 

On Tuesday the board of health held a 
special meeting for the purpose of dis- 
cussing this matter, and it was then de- 
cided to take the steps mentioned. All 
the children were notified of the work 
that would begin today and they were 
given thirty-six hours in which to be 
vaccinated or else wait untib today and 
be vaccinated by the city physicians. 

This was done so that those children 
who so desired might have an opportunity 
of securing the services of their own fam- 
ily doctor. Some might prefer this to 
having the city physicians do the work, 
and they were all given ample time in 
which to have the matter attended to. 

Those who are vaccinated by outside 


| physicians must have a certificate to that 
€ffect and be prepared to show 


it this 
morning when the city doctors begin their 
rounds of the schools. If no certificate 
is forthcoming the child will then be vac- 
cinated by those who have been detailed 
by the board of health to do this work. 
: An Annual Precaution. 
There is nothing unusual in this pro- 
ceeding because this is the time of year 
usually selected for the vaccination of 
the school children. There is no epidemic 
and this work has only been outlined 
as a mere precautionary measure. Before 
the week is over every pupil in the city 
public schools will have been vaccinated. 
There is a city crdinance which requires 
that children who enter the schools must 
be vaccinated and the health board is 
usually very strict about having this or- 
dinance observed to the very letter. It is 
generally conceded that a prompt com- 
pliance with the requirements of this 
city law will have the effect of protect- 
ing the health of the school children in 
particular and the city in general.

REPORT’ SHOWS PROGRESS 


Atlanta Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation in Fine Condition. 


LUTHER REVIEWS THE WORK 


Atlanta Association One of the Best 
in the Country—The Report 
in Full. 


E. Luther, of the Atlanta Young 

Men's Christian Association, read 
to the association at its annual meeting 
Tuesday night, discloses many interest- 
ing facts ccncerning the work of the as- 
sociaticn durfng the past year. 

In the report Mr. Luther gives a short 
review of the werk in each of the de- 
partments, and presents many figures 
showing the growth of the assvuciation. 


The report in full is as follows: 

To the President and Directorate of the Young 
Men’s Christian Aasociation of Atlanta: 

I want to begin this, my fourth annual re- 
port, by an expression of gratitude to God 
for what has been accomplished during the 
past twelve-month. The work is His, it has 
pleased Him to bless both the work and the 
workers, and we give Him all the praise, 

The year just closed has undoubtedly been 
one of conquest and of victory, as has been 
shown by the departmental reports to which 
you have just listened. Certainly, as the va- 
rious chairmen have read their reports, we 
must have been impressed with the value of 
each line of work, any one of which, it seems 
to me, is sufficient warrant not “ly for our 
existence, but for our hearty cooperation and 
intelligent prosecution for the future. 

Devotional—True to the basic principle on 
which the Young Men's Christian Association 


was first organized, our religious work has 
been very strong. It will be remembered that 
this is not a department by itself, as in the 
ease of educational, physical, junior, etc., but 
that it permeates all other departments, f° 
that it is impossible for men to come into the 
building and’ take advantage of the various 
privileges there offered withqut coming under 
Christian influences. When we take into con- 
sideration the fact that there have been held 
during the year 142 religious meetings (outside 
of Bible classes) with an attendance of 14,- 
584, in which 590 men and boys have asked 
for prayer, resulting in over 300 being per- 
sonally dealt with, and 197 accepting Christ 
as their Lord and Savior, we begin to appreci- 
ate to some extent how this work is touching 
the lives of the young men and boys of our 
city. 

in connection with the religious work of the 
association, and forming an important part of 
it, is the definite study of the word of God. 
The launching of the Berean Club plan by our 
assistant secretary, Mr. Stacy, and the four 
days of very efficient work of Don O. Shel- 
ton, Bible study secretary of the international 
committee, have been important factors in the 
securing of an attendamce of 2,751 men and 
boys at 373 different Bible class sessions. 

Educational—Two hundred and_ thirty-nine 
different men and boys took advantage of the 
privileges offered by the night school. The 
ages range from 12 to 40, and 73 different 
occupations are represented, while the denom- 
inationa] preferences are Methodist, Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Episcopalian, Catholic, Congre- 
gational, Hebrew, German Lutheran, English 
Lutheran, Unitarian, Reformed and Christ. #7, 
Class fees received in I90! amounted to 
$688.75, as against $215.50 for the previous 
year. Sixteen international certificates were 
secured as a result of the spring examinations, 
as against 6 for the previous year. It should 
have been mentioned, in connection with the 
denominational preferences of these 239 men, 
that 198 were church members. An important 
feature of the state convention, held at Athens 
last February, was the educational exhibit, 
the larger portion of which was from Atlanta. 
Also, our association had a very fine exhibit 
at the jubilee convention, at Boston, Mass., re- 
sulting in the securing of 2 out of 46 awards, 
5 of merit and blue ribbons. 

Four of the most important advances in our 
educational work this year have been the rais- 
ing of the class fees, the electric lighting of 
the roome, the starting for the first time of an 
educational department Bible class, and the 
launching of the civil service school, This 
magnificent showing could not have been made 
had it not been for the faithful, efficient ser- 
vices of our educational director, H. Edgar 
Fry, who has been strongly backed by one of 
the strongest educational committees the asso- 
ciation has ever had, with the prominent edu- 
cator, Professor M. L. Brittain, as chairman. 

Physical—In view of the annoying disturbance 
and interruption in connection with the im- 
provements in this department, the following 
figures are most significant, and show what a 
helpful and important attraction the gymna- 
sium really is: Four hundred and sixty differ- 
ent elasees had an attendance of 21,469; 118 
physical examinations were given, and 
bath rooms used over 30,000 times. A new 
feature of the 190! work in this department 
was the men’s camp, held at Demorest, Ga., 
for two weeks. Mr. A. G. Villee, physical di- 
rector, and J. Frank Beck, chairman of this 
department, have reason to be proud of their 
work for the twelve months covered by this 
report. Dr. J. D. Cromer thas as usual done ex- 
cellent service in making the medical examina- 
tions, which he does gratuitously. 

Social—One of the most pleasing things dur- 
ing the past year has been the upward trend 
noticeable in, connection with the social work. 
The members have come to regard the asso- 
ciation as a home, and are singing its praises 
loud and long. The ‘‘Saturday Nighters,’’ re- 
cently established, are contributing not a lit- 
tle to this end, Five thousand eight hundred 
and forty-eight was the attendance on 2! en- 
tertainments and social gatherings. The Alka- 
hest Lyceum Bureau has maintained its reputa- 
tion by giving us first-class entertainments. 
When the chairman of the entertainment com- 
mittee, W. W. Kingston, reengaged this bureau 
for another winter, he took a long step in the 
right direction, 

Junior—Did you pnotice carefully the report 
made by Mr. Ansley, chairman of the junior 
department? It speaks volumes for itself. Two 
hundred and forty-seven boys have connected 
themselves with this department during the 
year, and have come in touch with the many 
advantages there offered. When we stop to 
consider for a moment the fact that the young 
boys of today are the men of tomorrow, can we 
help feeling the responsibility resting upon us 
as an association in reference to this work for 
boys? Ought we not to give it our most care- 
ful and prayerful attention, and see that it 
is fostered and extended in every way possible? 
One of the most important features of our boys’ 
work is the summer camp, which 1s so ably 
conducted by our junior secretary, W. W. 
Willis. Every one of the 25_boys who attended 
camp last summer confessed Christ as their 
personal Savior, and 6 of this number united 
with the chureh upon their return. 

Membership—F. J. Paxon’s report: no doubt 
shows the most solid membership in the 
history of our association. Fifteen hundred and 
eight applications for membership were made 
during the year; 1,162 tickets issued: §$7.-

Ladies’ Auxillary—As usual, the ladies’ aux- 
iliary has contributed its share to the success 
of the work this year, They always respond 
when called upon, and cheerfully. Their work 
is appreciated not only by the secretaries, who 
are in a position to know of their doings, but 
by the entire board of directors, as well as 
the membership of the association. 

Ralilroad—The happy, smiling face of our rail- 
road secretary, W. A. Waggoner, is indicative 
of the successful work done in this very im- 
pomant department. At no time in the history 
of the railroad department has the membership 
been as. large or the interest as great as at 
the present time. Secretary Waggoner and his 
committee of management have shown great 
faithfulness and skill in bringing the work up 
to its present high grade of efficiency.

|IN DESPAIR GOZINTZKY ASKED 
POLICE OFFICER TO KILL HIM 


HAVE come here to ask some good 

policeman to kill me,’ was the 
startling statement made by a 
Russian who gave his name as Michael 
Gozintzky, as he entered the police bar- 
racks last night about 8 o'clock. 

“I am out of work, I am hungry and 
I am sick,” he stated. “I am weak for 
the want of food, and it will be a blessing 
to me if somebody will kill me. Won't 
some of you good officers kill. me and 
end all my misery?” 

The man was perfectly sober and he 
was not a man who drank. He was hon- 
eetly out of work and literajly starving 
to death. 

Gouzintzky is about fifty-five years of 
age and has been a gardener neasly all 
his life. He came to Atlanta about three 
months ago to get work on some truck 
garden and failed. He cannot speak Eng- 
lish well, and this, together with the fact 
that he was a total stranger in the city, 
kept him from finding the employment he 
sought. 

His money gave out, and when the last 
cent was gone and he saw nothing ahead 
of him except starvation he went to the

police barracks believing if he really 
wished to be killed, an officer would ac- 
} Comoe nty him. He had probably heard 
of policemen kilMng oid hérses and worth- 
less cattle and he believed the same kind 
Office would be performed for him. 

Instead of being killed he was given 
a good supper and a bed for the night. 

He ate like a ravenous wolf, not leay- 
ing a crumb or scrap on the fable. 

Gozintzky is an honest, simple-minded 
person who desires work on a farm or 
truck garden. He is strong and able to 
work. , 

Since he made the queer request for 
death, the police are taking an interest 
in his case and an effort will be made 
to secure him employment. 

The Constitution was asked to make an 
appeal in the poor man’s behalf and to 
ascertain if there is any farmer or truck 
gardencr near the city who wants a good 
hand, one who understands both horti- 
culture and floriculture.
